Veterans' Housing 
By JAMES THRASHER 
In spite of all the good intentions 


of Congress and the FHA, it is 
quite possible that the veterans' 
housing program will wind up as 
a' disservice to the very 
people 


. n whom it is designed to help. 
* 
• First of all, the sponsors of this 
program seem to view the veterans 
en masse as something of a race 
apart. Some veterans may prefer 
a colonial farmhouse of a Victor- 
ian homestead. But the housing 
program, with well-meant gener- 
osity, is earmarking practically all 
purchases and rentals of new dwel- 
lings for veterans. In doing so, it 
is also rcstricling the veterans to 
this type of building. 
The majority of veterans have 


signified a need for housing. And 


•i. some 89 per cent of them, accord- 
* ing to a War Department survey, 
want housing ' that. rents for ; no 
more than $50 'a month. In fact, 
34 per cent of those questioned 
said they did not feel able to pay 
more than $30. 
Accordingly, 
the new legislation 
concentrates 
on 
houses costing 


$6000 or less. But building costs 
have risen about 50 per cent since 
1040. 
So the $6000 house of today, 
which rents for $50 a month, is 
the house which cost $4000 six 
years ago. Today's $3600 house, 
built to rent for $30 a month, is 


* the $2400 house of 1940. 
Needless to say, these won't be 


much in the way of houses. They 
Will have no place in the better 
residential sections of any city. 
They will not be very large or very 
attractive. It is unlikely that they 
will be very well made or durable, 
or that their resale value will 
amount to much in a few years. 


Yet the new housing legislation 
when put into practice, promises 
to limit most construction to cheap 
dwellings at inflated prices. And 


A by, in effect, restricting most of 


the veterans whom it is trying to 
help to these dwellings, is it re- 
stricting them to what may be 
slum sections in a matter of years. 
The housing program also limits 


non-veterans pretty largely to their 
present places of residence. Many 
of those non-veterans would like 
to build better houses than are con- 
templated under the program, and 
are in a position to do so. 
The normal urge to move or 


build has been draclically inhib- 
ited during the last four 
years. 
i* Meanwhile, many families 
have 
grown and are straining the seams 


• of their present quarters. Their 
needs, tastes, and budgets require 
somelhing different from the one- 
or two-bedroom dwellings of four 
years ago. 
At the same lime, Ihe apartment 


or house where they now live 
would be quite adequate for a 
veteran with a wife and one chi'd 
—or none. For about the same 
money that the veteran would pay 
for a newly built place, he would 
probably gel a much better value, 


•*' under existing rent ceilings. 
So why would it not be beller 
and fairer for all concerned to 
permit a reasonable amount of 
house construction above the $1)000, 
or even the $10,000 limit, and per- 
mit veterans and non-veterans to 
build or buy such houses? They 
also would be too expensive by 
1940 standards. But at least they 
wouldn't by necessily be jerry 
buill 
eyesores.

The Doctor 
Says:

Hospital fires most often start 


from smoking in bed, with defec- 
tive gas or electrical equipment 
a close second. It employes, visi- 
tors, and ambulatory patients arc 
permitted to smoke in hospitals, 
proper receptacles for cigarct butts 
should be provided, to prevent them 
from being thrown in a corner 
or into a wastebasket where they 
may start fires. 


Fireproof construction and fire- 


fighting apparatus arc not of much 
value if nurses and other hospital 
personnel are not trained to han- 
dle fire emergencies. 


Modern hospitals have schools 


of instruction lor nurses .and other 
employes in fire prevention and 
fife-fighting. 
F I R E INSTRUCTIONS 


When fires ' occur, nurses 
and 


other 
hospital employes 
are 


instructed to close windows,.'doors, 
and transoms, and to ask the tele- 
phono operator to call the fire de- 
partment. 
The nearest fire-fight- 


ing equipment is put into use, and 
the lire curtains between the burn- 
ing section and the rest of 
the 


building are 
lowered, 
provided 
exits arc not thus cut off. 


The ideal fire escape for a hos- 


pital would be one in which tne 
bed patients could be slid through 
a chute on their mattresses, but 
it is more important, in the long 
run, 
to have trained personnel in 


a fireproof building than to de- 
velop 
extraordinary scheme for 


removing persons from the build- 
ing in case of fire. 


Every 
nurse should know the 


location of. every piece of gas or 
electrical equipment in her section 
of the hospital, and she 
should 


report any defective apparatus to 
the proper authorities. 
OTHER FIRE HAZARDS 
Fire hazards are also created by 


tho careless storage 
of rubbish 


and waste in storerooms or clo- 
sets. All bottles or cans 
contain- 


ing cleaning fluids should be pro- 
perly labeled, kept tightly covered, 
and destroyed when empty. 


Oxygen tents 
may be a fire 


hazard if they arc not properly 
usod. Use of oil on valves should 
be prohibited, 
and any possible 


source of an electric spark should 
be eliminated. Patients 
wearing 


dressings soaked in alcohol should 
not be permitted to smoke. 


In spite of shortages, fire pro- 


tective measures have been de- 
veloped in hospitals 
during the 


used 
furniture , completion 
of 


war period. Removal of old, un- 
wiring, insulation 
of operating 


rooms, and provision of additional 
fire escapes have decreased fire 
hazards. 
The greatest progress has been 


attained through schools of 
in- 


struction and through 
periodic 


fire-prevention inspections.

The Doctor

Hospital fires most often start 


from smoking in bed, with defec- 
tive gas or electrical equipment 
a close second. It employes, visi- 
tors, and ambulatory patients arc 
permitted to smoke in hospitals, 
proper receptacles for cigarct butts 
should be provided, to prevent them 
from being thrown in a corner 
or into a wastebasket where they 
may start fires. 


Fireproof construction and fire- 


fighting apparatus arc not of much 
value if nurses and other hospital 
personnel are not trained to han- 
dle fire emergencies. 


Modern hospitals have schools 


of instruction lor nurses .and other 
employes in fire prevention and 
fife-fighting. 
F I R E INSTRUCTIONS 


When fires ' occur, nurses 
and 


other 
hospital employes 
are 


instructed to close windows,.'doors, 
and transoms, and to ask the tele- 
phono operator to call the fire de- 
partment. 
The nearest fire-fight- 


ing equipment is put into use, and 
the lire curtains between the burn- 
ing section and the rest of 
the 


building are 
lowered, 
provided 
exits arc not thus cut off. 


The ideal fire escape for a hos- 


pital would be one in which tne 
bed patients could be slid through 
a chute on their mattresses, but 
it is more important, in the long 
run, 
to have trained personnel in 


a fireproof building than to de- 
velop 
extraordinary scheme for 


removing persons from the build- 
ing in case of fire. 


Every 
nurse should know the 


location of. every piece of gas or 
electrical equipment in her section 
of the hospital, and she 
should 


report any defective apparatus to 
the proper authorities. 
OTHER FIRE HAZARDS 
Fire hazards are also created by 


tho careless storage 
of rubbish 


and waste in storerooms or clo- 
sets. All bottles or cans 
contain- 


ing cleaning fluids should be pro- 
perly labeled, kept tightly covered, 
and destroyed when empty. 


Oxygen tents 
may be a fire 


hazard if they arc not properly 
usod. Use of oil on valves should 
be prohibited, 
and any possible 


source of an electric spark should 
be eliminated. Patients 
wearing 


dressings soaked in alcohol should 
not be permitted to smoke. 


In spite of shortages, fire pro- 


tective measures have been de- 
veloped in hospitals 
during the 


used 
furniture , completion 
of 


war period. Removal of old, un- 
wiring, insulation 
of operating 


rooms, and provision of additional 
fire escapes have decreased fire 
hazards. 
The greatest progress has been 


attained through schools of 
in- 


struction and through 
periodic 


fire-prevention inspections.

Flour Problem at 
Annual Session 


Little Rock, April 23 — (IP) — 


Members of the Arkansas Bakers 
Association discussed effects of the 
recent federal cut of 25 per cent in 
flour supplies at their annual con- 
vention here today. 


W. -G. Shipley, president of the 
organization, led a round table dis- 
cussion on what bakers may ex- 
pect from the federal- order to cut 
down domestic use of grain so that 
more mav bs shiped abroad to 
famine areas. 


Speakers agreed that reduction 
in bakery output would entail eith- 
er a lay-off of workers or increas- 
ed production costs. 
;

A total of $860,279 was spent in

fund expenditure of less 


than §20,000 and $18,000 went for 
court expenses.

for maintaining jails 


also showed a wide range. Three 
counties reported spending 
more 


than $10,OOU each, and four others 
were listed in the $5.000 to $10,000 
group. 


Total expenditures from county 
general funds in 1944 were $3,414.- 
257. 
Officers' salaries and expenses 


amounted to $626,761 and the cost 
of maintaining 
public buildings 


was $148,242. Counties spent $109,- 
996 for public health activities. This 
does not include assistance from 
state and federal sources to help 
maintain health units. 


Twenty-three counties listed ex- 


penditures for libraries. The total 
spent was $31,541 and half of this 
was in four counties. 


A total of $139,992 was spent for 


items classified as Welfare, Pau- 
pers and Relief, and the figure 
does not include the cost of main- 
taining county hospitals in Pulaski, 
Mississippi and Sebastian counties. 
The hospital costs in these coun- 
ties were listed under "other gener- 
al expense". 


"Miscellaneous 
items accounted 


for more .than one-half of the Gen- 
eral Fund expenditures in some 
counties. For the 75 counties the 
total was $1,006,573, nearly one-, 
third of 'the total General Fund 
expenditures.

"The disease is extraordinarily 
disagreeable and can be

It is a menace to our occupa- 
tion troops because it occurs each 
summer on Okinawa." 


Rivers later told reporters that 


while there is no specific' treat- 
ment for the disease, a vaccine has 
been developed and is now being 
appraised as a possible protective 
weapon. He offered no details.

dent years have caused many an 
hohest man to grab a towel and 
rejsir lo the wailing-place, still it 
is''true lhat the court's actions 
hrive been no more bewildering 
than the events which the court 
ha,d to face. The very least that 
chn-bc said of Chief Justice Stone 
is:' that under his leadership the 
court kept its relative position in 
the American scheme ol govern- 
rticnt-intact. That is no small comp- 
liment to pay the man, as you look 
buck over the earth-shaking events 
of the limes in which he lived.

Conference in

A former German official revealed 
an inner Nazi scandal today with 
testimony that Hermann Goering 
cleared the way for Gen. Werner 
Von Blomberg to wed a prostitute, 
then induced Adolf Hitler to fire 
him because of the marriage.
